— Not a King 
upon his Throne, — not a Prince in his royal Robes, 
but the King of Glory, the Prince of Peace, the 
* Wonder of Angels, and the Aftonifhment of Saints, 
we are nowt jnvited to behold ! And what is his 
glorious Perfon ? If we view Him in his divine 
Nature, behold he is GOD coequal with the Father 
m every divine Attribute. He is the Alpha and the 
Omega, the firft and the laft, who is, who was, 
and who art to come, the Almighty GOD. He is * 
the Root, as well as the Offspring of David, the

bright and the Morning Star.— He was before ail 
Worlds, and by Him ail World* were made. Adjd 
to deny his Divinity, is to outdo tb* Infidelity of 
Devils, who from long Experience of his Power, 
acknowledge Him the Son of God. And Drifts, 
too late, w:ll know it when they (hall feel his Wrath. 
And if nothing ftrike the Infidel ’till Death ftrike him 
into Hell, fure I am woful Experience will ftrike him 
into the Knowledge of this Truth. 

But let us defeend to our Lord’s Humanity. And 
as it was laid upon another Occafion, Behold the Man! 
What was aftonilhing and beyond the Wifdom of all 
created Beings, this eternal Son of God, according to 
eternal Covenant with the Father, did in Time conde Tt 
feend fo infinitely low, as to become one of the Descen- 
dants of Adam by extraordinary Generation.

i. In his Prophetical Office. By, his Word and 
Spirit, He reveals God’s Mind and Will to us, for 
our Salvation. It is by this glorious Prophet the whole 
Book of divine Revelation is handed down to the 
World : He is the Amen, the faithful and true 
Witnefc and his Name is called the Word of God.

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• 1 And as a nrioft glorious Prophet he comes by his 
Spirit, *and agreeable to his Word, He enlightens his 
People. Great indeed was that Promife to his Difci- 
ples that he would fend them another Comforter, the 
“ Holy Spirit, who ffiould convince the World of 
46 Sini of Righteoufnefs and of Judgment.” This 
Promife was in Parc fulfilled in the Days of Pentecoft, 
whenThoufands were converted in a Day. Then bold 
and daring Sinners were brought upon their Knees, 
and being pricked with the Arrows of Conlcience to 
the Heart, they enquire with the greateft Importunity, 
as evefy one muft that obtains, What Jhall we do ? 
Chrift by his Spirit enlightens the Mind agreeable to his 
Word, to behold the 'Glories of the divine Nature, 
aftd to underftand the divine Will. If we had always 
gfopeai^ Mid night, and the Sun (hould break out 
-at Noon-day, perhaps it would not be fo aftonifhing 
as when Chrift enlightens a poor Soul. O Believer, 
did you then think He is altogether lovely ! 


%, Christ is altogether cdorious and lovely In his 
PriiJlly Office : The Office of the Jcwilh High-Priefts 
was. to offer Sacrifice fijr their own Sins, and then for 


the Sins of the People ; but the Blood of Bulls and 
Goats and all other Sacrifice being inefficient to take 
away Sins, they only fhadowed forth the infinitely 
more glorious Oblation of Chrift, wherein he offer’d 
up his human Soul and Body a Sacrifice, to atone for 
the , Sins of the World. 


The Oblation of Chrift confiftsia his perfefe Life, 
and in his meritorious Death. In his mod: holy and 
exemplary Life, — He yielded perfeft Obedience to the 
divine Law, in Man’s Stead and becaufc there 
could be no Rcmiffion cf Sins, without the Penalty of 

the 
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the Law was anfwered, he fubmttted to forfertbe in- 
finite Weight of his Father’s Wrath, which would 
have funk the whole human Race to endlefs Perdition. 
And our Lord having, accompliflied this Oblation on 
the Crofs, he cried, It is finifhed ! and bowing his 
Head, -he gave up the Ghoft ; and the Vail of the 
Temple was rent in twain, to fignifiy that by his own 
Blood he had now made a Way for Sinners into the 
Holicft of Holies. From this inexhauftible Fountain 
of Chrift’s Oblation, flow all the Blefiings of the Be- 
liever. — Hence arifes Pardon of Sin,— -Freedom from 
Guilr,-— Freedom from divine Wrath, — Reftorauon to 
divine Favour, — Adoption into the Family of God’s 
Saints ; — and hence arifes fanftifying Grace, perfever- 
ing Grace, — and fome fweet Foretaftes and Preliba- 
rions of eternal Glory, ’till finally the Believer (hall hi 
fwallowed up in the full Vifion and Fruition Of God 
in Glory. Thefe are Streams, more precious than 
Rivers of Gold, that flow from the inexhauftible 
Fountain of Chrift’s Oblation. And he that pofielfes 
them is richer than Crefus, and happier than a Dives, 
though he be deftitute of all other Favours j-— and if 
he poflefs all other Favours, and yet be deftitute 
of thefe, he is infinitely more milerable than Latcaris 
at the Gate. 


But there is another aftoniihing Branch of the 
Pricfthood of Chrift : As though all the Sufferings of 
his Life and the bitter Agonies of his Death had not 
been enough, He is now afcended into Heaven, in 
the Chara&er of a great High Prieft, — there forever 
to intercced with the Father, that the glorious Benefits 
of his Death may be communicated to his Pfejopfe.

3 . My Fribnds, let us view the Amiablenefs of 
Cbrift in his Kingly Office : This is his tail and Wgheft 
Office ; by this He carries on and executes his intended 
Plan of Man’s Salvation -, without This each of his 
other Offices had been in vain ■, — but in the Execution 
of ffib Office, he applies his own Redemption to his 
People : “ He is made of God unto us Wifdom, 
.Righteoulhds, Sandlification and Redemption.” 

The Office of a King is to govern and protett his 
People, and fubdue theirEnemies : So Chrift governs 
hi? People by his Laws ; in order to which he firft 
breaks ffie Dominion of Sin, and eredts his own 
Kingdom of Grace in their Hearts ; he gives them 
that Principle of Hojinefs and divine Lite, without 
which no Man can be happy, and for the want of 
which, all Men are naturally miferable. Chi id’s King- 
dom lies out of theView of the World, — it lies in the 
Heart > where that Spirit prevails, that was in Child, 
there is hisKingdom, — and when thisKingdom begins, 
the Man’s eternal Happincfs begins ; now fome little 
Part of Heaven is begun in the Soul. O happy, thrice 
happy they, who know how fweet it is !

— One that has Ihed his Heart’s 
Blood for you ?— -One who has fo often knocked at 
your Hearts, and waited long for AdmilTion ? — Will 
you thruft Him away ? Who knows but He may 
never call again ? — Who knows Iput he may foon Ihut 
the Door of Mercy againft you forever ? — and where 
are you then 1 O Sinner, have you no Need of this 
bleffed Saviour ?— * What is your Condition ? let 
Confcience fpeak, are you not Sinners, out of Chrift ?

The Amiabienefs of JESUS CHRIST. 


SOLOMON'S SONG, V. 16 . 

Tea j He is altogether lovely . 

T here are many ftrange Things, but the 
ftrangeft of all pafs unnoticed. The Securi- 
ty of Sinners is aftonilhing, and I think muft 
be affeding to ere ry Saint : How are Thou- 
fands, around us, dropping into Hell, from between 
the Arms if a Saviour ; and nothing can alarm their 
Bears ! If we fhould call upon Stones and Trees, they 
would hear us and melt into Tears ; but when we call 
upon Sinners, they are offended becaufe we border 
them. In this Refpeft we are very troubjefome Men ; 
but bare with us. Sirs, we (hall not trouble you long : 
If there are Miniflers in Hell, you will hear no Preach- 
ing from them j and though Chrift lhal! be there, it 
will be by his Power to damn, and not by his Grace to 
favc you. 


I HAVE 
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I uAYE.fpokcn of the Glories of Christ in his Per- 
son and Offices. Once more let us follow the Lamb 
tbrbugh fome of the important Scenes of his Stations 
of Humiliation and Exaltation. 


I. How amiable doth the Lord Jesus appear in his 
State of Humiliation ! Let us behold Him who was 
the Brightnefs of his Father’s Glory and exprefs Image 
of his Perfon, dtfcending from his Father’s Bofom, 
from the Realms of Blifs, from the Hallelujahs of Thou- 
fands of Angels, down to this World of Sin and Woe ! 
O how did this blefied Son of God condefcend to un- 
robe himfelf of Glory, and affume Humanity, that he 
might bear our Infirmities ! — Let us go to Bethlehem, 
and fee his Nativity : The Lord that made the World 
is come into the World and what is the Pomp and 
Splendor of his Appearance ? O fee that mod lovely 
Babe laid id a Manger •, furrounded by the Bealls of 
the Stall, lefs barbarous than they, whofe Lives he 
came to redeem. 

But how foon did they feek the Life of Him that 
giveth Life to all, and hath now given his own Life 
to redeem us from Death ? Herod fays “ Slay Him.” 
O why did not our Lord, upon this, dafh the World 
into Hell, and afcend to his Father’s Bofom ! — But 
he fled to Egypt, that it may be faid “ Out of Egypt 
have I called my Son. ” 

In Galilee he appears in the Form of a Servant, 
rejected and defpifed : The Foxes have Holes, and 
the Birds of the Air have Nells, but the Lord of the 
Hniverfe hath not where to recline his weary 
Head. 

He 
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He weeps over Jerufalem ! And he weeps Over 
Sinners who will not weep for themfeWes ! — Heridei 
in Triumph ! — He teaches in the Temple and con- 
founds, but not converts his Enemies. 


O let us behold Him, through that important 
Scene of Tranfaftions on the Night befoie his Cruti* 
fi'xion ! — Behold Him at the Table ! — in the Garden I 
— Hear his Complaint ! “ My Soul is exceeding 
forrowful, even unto Death.” — Behold him in hiS 
Agony ; — he prays ; an Angtl ftrengrhe^s him ; 
he fweats great Drops of BI« od ; he concludes, as 
we ever ought *, Father , tby Will it done . 


O behold this GOD, this Man, cloathed with 
Innocence, arraigned at Pilate' s Bar ! Behokjl HiinL 
crowned with Thorns, — beaten, — Ipit upon, 

Derifion cloathed with a gorgeous Robe, and buffa|l$-F :

Behold Him afeending Calvary' $ bloOdy Hill, 
bearing his Crofs, and what was infinitely nitire 
weighty, the Sins of the W orld upon his Should#! 1 
—And if we would fee the greateft Wonder, that 
the Angels ever beheld, and a Wonder, at which <he 
Sun hid his Face, let us behold Him naird to that* 
accurfed Tree ! there fufpended, by his Hands and 
Feet, fix painful Hours : He bleeds ! Hfe prays ! 
He pardons ! He thirds ! He cries with aloud Vvice, 

44 Father, into thy Hands I commend my Spirit y 
and bowing^his Head he gave up th# Ghbift ! '.v 

Nor was it Death that filled his Soul with this Agony ; 
it was the infinite Weight of his Father’s vYrath !

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O see that molt lovely Corps !— -That Brow 
where Innocer.ce fits enthroned ! — Them Eyes, that 
once burft, with Tears of Companion, over his Ene- 
mies !— them pale and livid Lips, that juft now faid 
to the Thief, “ 1 his Day (halt thou be with me in 
Paradife !” — Them Hands and Feet that always went 
about to do his Father’s Will ! — O lee them Wounds, 
the Blood ftreaming from each ! Each Wound has a 
Tong ue, which calls for Mercy, Mercy, Mercy, on 
his £ nemies ! O ! that Sinners would not provoke 
this Mercy, to turn into Wrath againft them ! 

O let us follow him down into the cold Tomb * 
there he lies to foften, and with the richeft Perfume 
he fweetens a Bed for all his Saints. But for whom 
did the blcffed Jesus undergo all thefe Sufferings ? 
Can our Lips pronounce it ? — It was for thee, O 
Sinner, it was for thee if thou wilt cordially accept 
them ; — but if thou defpife chcm, they (hall turn 
upon rhinc own Head. 

II. Of the Glory of Christ in his State of 
Exaltation. On the third Day, we behold Him 
lhaking off the Powers of Hell and Death ; having 
conquered them, in their own Dominion, he rifes 
like one in glorious Triumph and fhouts his Vi&ury ! 
— 1 li I afeend to my Father, and to your Father, 
c< to my God, and to your God.** O how glorious 
does our Lord appear in his Refurrcfti n ! Now this 
is he who liveth and was dead, and is alive for 
evermore, and he wears the Keys Of Hell and Death 
lafhed in his Girdle. — “ He cometh from Edom % 
with died Garments from Bczrab ; glorious in his 
Apparel ! traveling in the Greatnefs of his Strength, 
—and he is mighty to favc.” I ft. 63. 1.

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And forty Days after our Lord's Refurre&ion, he 
takethLeave of his Difciples, ar»d afctnds info Heaven, 
where he fits enthron'd and exalted at the Right- Hand 
of the Father ; and this Solemnity was adorned with 
a Vifion of Angels. — Nor is this the laft we fhall be* 
hold Him ; — He cometh in his own Glory, and io 
the Glorv of his Father, wi r h an innumerable Retinue , 
of Angels and Saints, to judge the World. Then we 
fhall fee him, as he is ; we fhall feeHim upon his great 
white Throne. O hear his fwect Invitation to all his 
dear Saints ; tc Come ye blefled of my Father, inhefit 
the Kingdom prepared for you.” O ! Joy ! Saints, 
Joy, Joy forevermore ! 

But Sinners, behold Him, with angry Frowns 
turning to the left, — hear his laft Words to you, 44 De- 
part trom me, ye curfed, into everlafting £ire, pre- 
pared for the Devil and hisAngels.” Then howl ! Idt 
Sinners howl that feoff ’d before! But Saints, you 
are not to tarry here, Christ will conduct you, from 
this World on Flames, to that New Jerufalem , where 
with Angels you (hall forever furround His Throne, 
and worfhip Him who liveth forever and ever* 


’Again, Christ is altogether lovely in hisRelationa 
to the Believer : He is the Believer's God, — a h 1 King, 
—and Father, — and Brother, — and his molt conftanc 
and invariable Friend. And what, O ve Saints, can 
ye defne more ? — He is altogether lovely in h*s Or- 
dinances, — in his Calls, and in his Promifcs *, and # 
there is no end to his Lovelinefs. And laftfy, I thurf$ 
He is altogether tovely.

—-hear Him ; he fays, u Curfed art thou in the City, 
u turfed at thou in the Field, curfed is thy Bafkcc and 
* thy Store, curfed art thou in the Fruit of thy Body, 
u and in the Fruit of thy Ground, curfed art thou in 
u thy coming in, and curfed in thy going out.” And 
if you will not love Christ more than your Sins, he 
will foon cloath himfelf in Vengeance, and curfe you 
to the lowed Hell. And do you think you can bear 
GOD’s eternal Curfe ? Think, how was it withCfjRiST 
t when he bore the Curfe of God for you ? Though he 
i was infinitely more able to endure the Wrath than 
you, yer how did his Sufferings make him cry, My 
God, my God, why baft Thou forfaken me ! — It thefe 
Things were done in Christ, what fhall be done in 
you ? — O Sinners, while you love not the Lord Jesus 
Christ, think of your Danger : Above you fits an 
I angry Goi> frowning,— beneath FLII is gaping to 
ffOeive you, — around you are Devils waiting like 
Lions for their Prey, to drag your Souls down to the 
fiery Lake. — l believe there is not a Saint upon Earth 
\frho would venture being in your Condition, one 
Minute, for a thoufand Worlds ; l know that I would 
not.’ — And yet are you fecure ? your Security is one 
of the mod amazing and aftoni filing Thu gs in the 
Univerfe! It grieves and amazes God’s People, from 
: Day to Day ! — And though you will not believe me, 

I it is a Miracle of Grace that you are not this Inftant 
j roaring in Hell ! — You think you are not fb great 
Sinners *, but why ? Did you ever fay. Lord , thy Will 
be done ? If not, you never breathed without finning ; 

— and 
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—and what can fcreen you from Hell ? — ‘You think 
you can bow your Wills, and turn to God when you 
pleafe That you will do when you raife the 
Dead / — GOD mult bow your Wills, and turn 
you, or you will never turn, 'till you turn into Hell.' 

You mull be born again, or you cannot fee the 
Kingdom of God.” "John III. 3 . Regeneration is no- 
thing Ihort of the divine Life begun in the Soul : Thii 
Change is the llrait Gate , that few enter in at ; but: 

When GOD 
by his Spirit produces this mightyChange in the Heart 
of a poor Creature, with how much Joy doth he em- 
brace an offered Saviour / O it is with Joy unfpeakable 
and full of Glory ! And now doth this appear ftrange 
and foolilh to you ?— Very well ; the Scripture fays 
it (hall appear ftrange and foolifh to all whp never 
experienced it : “ The natural Man recieveth.pot the 
“ Things of the Spirit of God ; for they areFoolifhnei 
“ unto him.” lake heed therefore lead, as many 
Thoufands have done, ye dtfpife and wonder ana 
perifh — But wi'h Pavers and Tears I have you in 
the Hands of (hat GOD, who will be merciful CO 
thofe, and none but thofe, who accept of his Son for 
their Portion forever.
